McVicker’e theatre, in Chicago was 
gutted by fire Tuesday. Loss, $ 128,000. 
The national fanners' convention be 
its session at Council Bluffs, Tuee- 
rr: 
Gen. Lavalle. Argentine minister of 
war, and the minister o i finance, Senor 
Lopez, have resigned. 
In the First Minnesota congressional 
dietrict Hon. Mark Donnell was renom­ 
inated on the first ballot.

The report that Emperor William in­ 
tends visiting Vienna in September is 
denied by The North German Gazette. 
An explosion occurred in the cartridge 
factory at Blue Island near Chicago. 
One man was killed and nearly a score 
injured. 
J. F. Cowie, who eloped from Fergus 
Falls with another man s wife, is found 
to be an embezzler to the amount o f 
about $ 3,000. 
Stvria, a duchy in Austro-Hungary, 
has been ravaged by storm and flood, 
the losses attaining the dimensions o i a 
national calamity. 
The inspectors who investigated the 
Sea Wing disaster recommended that 
CaDt. Wethern s license be revoked and 
he be prosecuted. 
Four persons were killed, three prob­ 
ably fatally injured and three others se­ 
riously hurt by a falling wall of street 
car stables at Philadelphia. 
It is reported that the world’s fair will 
be located on a tract of land east of 
Roger’s park, Chicago,on the lake shore, 
and just inside the a ty limits. 
Dr. Bahrsen. of Crookston, Minn., 
was shot and killed at Fisher, Minn., 
by Horace Knssell. Russell accuses the 
doctor of intimacy with his wife. 
A special palace cat is now building 
for the transportation of Stanley and 
his wife when the fo rmer fulfils his 
lecture engagement in this country in 
the fall. 
At Wuhu, China, a priest was burned 
to death by order of a higher priest for 
misconduct towards a woman. He was 
placed in a large sack of hay saturated 
with oil. 
A train on the Denver, Utah and Pa­ 
cific road became unmanageable and 
dashed down a steep grade into a stone 
quarry. Three were killed and several 
others injured. 
The Chicago and Northwestern road 
has refused to accept shipments of live 
stock or perishable freight from Omaha 
for Chicago and the Last, pending the 
settlement of the strike. 
Robert T. Lincoln, United States min­ 
ister to Great Britain emphatically de­ 
nies the truth of those reports which 
represent him as contemplating tbs ten­ 
dering of his resignation. 
On Sept. 1 George Francis Train ex­ 
pects to start around the world and do 
it in fifty days from Tacoma, Wash. 
Editor Radebaugh, of The Ledger, and 
a big party are to accompany him. 
Veterinary Surgeon Langdon.of North 
Dakota,reporta that he killed and buried 
in one grave at Pembina twenty-seven 
horses, twenty four of which belonged 
to State Treasurer Booker. They were 
afflicted with glanders. 
A hurricane visited the duchy of 
Styria, in Austria. Much damage was 
done by the wind,which blew withextra- 
ordinary force. At Gratx. the capital of 
the duchy, the storm wrecked the build­ 
ings in which the national exhibition 
was being held. 
Branches of Michael Davitt’s new 
labor union are organizing in Limerick 
and other places in Ireland with great 
rapidity. The w heme meets with fav.» r 
everywhere and the organization bids 
fair to become a powerful lever in mo v­ 
ing employers to a proper sense of th -tr 
duty towards their employes. 
At a meeting of 400 employers at Mel­ 
bourne it was resolved to support the 
ship owners against the strikers. Em­ 
ployers in the capitals of other Aus­ 
tralian colonies are about to make sim­ 
ilar declarations. In consequence of ihe 
strike the prices of cowl, sugar sad pro­ 
vision* are rapidly advancing. 
The authorities of the Swiss canton of 
Schwyz have issued positi vs order inter­ 
dicting the oft-told and generally ac- 
cepted narrative of William Tell from 
being taught in the public schools as a 
part of Swiss history. The order treats 
the narrative of William Tell and (¿ eas­ 
ier as pure fiction, for which there is not 
a suspicion of historical foundation. 
The law passed by the New York leg­ 
islature providing that no child actually 
or apparently under 18 years of age 
shall smoke or in any way use cigars, 
cigarettes, or tobacco in any form what­ 
ever in any public street, place or reeort, 
and that any violation or this act shall 
be a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine 
of not more than $ 10 nor lees than $ 2 
for each offense, takes effect Sept, 1, 
The embarkation of the remains of 
Cant.

The reunion of old settlers and Indian 
fighters who took part in the Indian 
campaign in Meeker county in 1862 and 
1863 began a reunion at Litchfield 
Thursday. A large number were pres­ 
ent from other parts of the state. 
The employes of the Omaha car shops 
at St. Paul each put a quarter into a box 
every month for the benefit oi their 
Mutual Aid society. Thursday it was 
discovered that the box had been broken 
open and about $ 48 which it contained 
had been stolen.

Ho rae changes in the pres­ 
ent metho d* o f « ro wing flax fo r seed will 
be required, bu t it is a m istake to suppo se 
that tlie seed and fibre m ay no t be v aluable 
fro m the sam e plant. 
It sho u ld neither be 
cut green no r le t till dead ripe.

case the seed i* im m atu re, ami in the o ther 
the fibre is o f little v alue. 
Flax m ust tie 
so wn pretty thickly fo r fibre. 
This pre­ 
v ent* it iro m branching, and makes a 
straight, thin stalk. 
Land m u st be rich 
eno ugh to gro w flax thirty inches high, 
but new land do e* u o t bring fibre so go o d 
as th at which has been so me years cu lti­ 
v ated. 
A* a go o d deal o f the flax gro wn in 
the West has been so wn o n raw prairie as 
its fin-t cro p, this m ay explain why at­ 
tem pts to use the fibre hav e no t been mo re 
successful.

One bullet passed through his neck, the 
other striking him just behind the ear, shat­ 
tering his brains. 
In the excitem ent Russell passed through 
the crowd drawing another revolver und, 
w ith one in each hand, kept at bay a num ­ 
ber who started to follow him, and made 
his escape to the woods. 
The village m ar­ 
shal soon alter started with a posse of citi­ 
zens in pursuit. 
He eluded them. how­ 
ever, and rem ained in hiding until after­ 
noon, when he returned to the village and 
gave himself up. 
The rejKjrts of the cause of the shoot­ 
ing are som ewhat conflicting, but the 
following facts seem to bt* e-tablished. The 
victim of the tragedy, Dr. Bahnson, was 
Russell’s family physician, having lived in 
Fisher until a few m ouths ago. 
About a 
year ago Russell went away on a visit to 
the Pacific coast. 
During his absence the 
doctor was called to treat Mrs. Russell, bis 
wife. She alleges that the doctor

F la x F o r F ib re . 
W henever Yankees turn their attention 
to flax for Its fibre we are likely to make 
our own linens. Some changes in the pres­ 
ent m ethods of growing flax for seed will 
be required, but it is a m istake to stip es# 
that tlie seed and fibre may not be valuable 
from the same plant. 
It should neither be 
cut green nor Ie I till dead ripe. 
In on# 
case the seed is im m ature, and in the other 
the fibre is of little value. Flax m ust be 
sown pretty thickly for fibre. This pre­ 
vents it from branching, and makes a 
straight, thin stalk.

The piece sown was excessively rich for 
barley, and it is quite possible th at the flax 
by exhausting the soil kept the barley 
Irom too luxuriant a growth, and tim* 
m ade the barley crop nil b tter than it 
otherwise would. At any ra ta wheu thresh­ 
ing tim e came the farmer found fully as 
large a barley yj^ld as lie had expected, and 
about ten bushels of flax seed ready cleared 
aud delivered in the screening box. It wa 
before the West crew flax so largely aa 
made it so cheap, and be received $2 a 
bushel for the flax seed.

Fro m the P ittsb u rg Dispa tch. 
In cutting a diam o nd so metimes 
a kno t is disco vered. 
These are lit­ 
tle substances as much harder than 
the diam o nd itself as yo u o an im ag 
ine. 
They are to the sto ne the same 
as a kno t in a pine bo ard. When a 
diamo nd with these characteristic's 
is disco vered it has the same effect 
o n the po lisher th a t the striking o f a 
nail has upo n a carpenter when saw­ 
ing a bo ard. It takes m o nths and 
m o uths to po lish a kno tty sto ne, 
nnd I have kno wn a year’s wo rk tc 
be put in o ne o f them. 
Of co urse no t 
o f co nstant labo r, but to be picked 
up a t o dd times when there was 
no thing else to do . 
The po lisher has also to guard 
against chipping the sto ne, fo r it 
sho uld be understo o d th a t a dia­ 
mo nd has a grain the same as a 
piece o f wo o d, and the least careless­ 
ness m ight result in kno cking o ff a 
third o f its weight. 
While disasters 
o f this kind are no t infrequent, they 
are seldo m the result o f iaexperienee 
o r laxity o n the p art o f a wo rkman. 
When a po lisher takes a sto ne, o ne 
o f the first things he do es is to find 
o ut the directio n o f its grain, so as 
no t to cut against it.

They are to the stone the same 
as a knot in a pine board. 
When a 
diamond with these characteristics 
is discovered it has the sam e effect 
on the polisher th a t the striking of a 
nail has upon a carpenter when saw ­ 
ing a hoard. 
It takes m onths and 
m onths to polish a knotty eterne, 
and I have known a year’s work tc 
be put in one of them. 
Of course not 
of constant labor, bot to be picked 
up at odd times when there was 
nothing else to do. 
The polisher has also to guard 
against chipping the stone, for it 
should be understood that a dia­ 
mond has a grain the same as a 
piece of wood, and the least careless­ 
ness m ight result in knocking oft a 
third of its weight.

The Mississippi Logs. 
Water is still lower on the Missis­ 
sippi, and driving operations are at­ 
tended with additional difficulties. 
Including the Rum river and all 
other drives. Col. Simpson of the 
Mississippi & Rum River Boom com­ 
pany estimate that there are 200,000, 
OOO feet of logar between Minneapo­ 
lis aud the mouth of Swan river. 
There is now a crew of IOO men driv­ 
ing at Monticello and another crew of 
125 men at the rear of the main drive 
which was passing Pike Rapids yes­ 
terday. 
Twelve horses and a crew of 
twenty-five men are at work at Elk 
River. 
In all the boom company has 
about 400 men engaged on the drives 
and the logs are being moved as fast 
as the difficult circumstances will 
permit. 
The 5,000,000 feet yet on 
Rum river are being moved slowly 
and the rear will be out this week. 
The Pine river drive will not be 
brought in this season. It will be 
fifteen days at least b efore its rear is 
in the Mississippi, and fully a month 
before it can be got over the Brainerd 
dam. It will therefore be held at 
Brainerd until next spring. 
Notwith- 
standing the low stage of the water 
the boom company is turtling be­ 
tween 2,000,000 and 2,500,00 feet a 
day, and will be able to furnish logs 
as fast as the mills can use them.— 
Mississippi Valley Lumberman.

While a Wisconsin Central engine, 
with a train of ten cars loaded with 
coal and eight empties, was engaged 
in switching on the docks of the Ohio 
Coal company, at Ashland Wednes­ 
day it ran off an open switch on to 
the ties. The dock extends out into 
Chequamegon bay for a considerable 
distance and the ties are on piles. 
Tho engine ran off the ties and into 
the bay, being completely submerg­ 
ed. The engineer and fireman jump­ 
ed and were not hurt, except the for­ 
mer sustained a slight sprain of an 
ankle. Owing to the break in the 
dock wrecking cars cannot get at the 
wreck and the engine will probably 
to be taken to pieces to be recovered.

Russell attributed 
his wife's separation to tho influence 
of Dr. Bahnsen, though it is gener­ 
ally believed that the doctor is per­ 
fectly 
innocent. 
Russell has the 
name of being a lazy, shiftless fellow, 
given to grogging. His father, Caph 
Russell, is an old settler in that vicin­ 
ity, but now a resident of California.

strength of a m an’s position ou g h t to rest 
solely on w hat he is able to do. 
And yet 
m ost of as are constantly neutralizing ihe 
best w ork of others because it is not done 
in our wav. and are constantly failing to do 
justice to others because of sm all personal 
prejudices against them . 
The really strong, clear-sighted m an is 
the one who is able to put him self out ol 
the question and to judge others by what 
they really are and do. not by th eir relations 
to him . 
Iu this w orking world there is nei­ 
ther tim e nor strength to be alw ays coddling 
our sm all vanities and still sm aller preju­ 
dices. T he world does not stand in order 
th at we m ay be pleased. It stands as a place 
for th e doing of honest work in the best 
way, aud if th a t w ork can be better done iu 
som e other way th an the one we prefer, our 
business is to let it be done and rejoice in it. 
If you wish to see things clearly, and to be 
ju st w ith y our fellowmen, keep clear of the 
fumes or vanity and the thick atm osphere 
of m ere personal feeling. 
Make it a rule to 
see what a m an is and does, and to value 
him by these things. 
A person m ay he very 
distasteful to us and yet be em inently use­

S a l t i n g B u tte r . 
The excellence o f the butter m ade from 
the fragrant pastures can only be preserved 
for any length of tim e by the best m ethods 
of churning and salting. R utter that other­ 
wise m ight be classed as good is olten re­ 
duced to an interior grade by the m anner 
in wliich it is treated at the tim e o f salting. 
A great deal of butter is overchurned, by 
w hich it is pounded into a cream y, pasty 
condition, exactly the opposite o f w h a t’t 
should l>e. 
To get the best results irom 
salting butter th e churning should stop 
W’lien it has fairly granulated. 
A t this 
stage th e b u tterm ilk should be draw n off 
and the butter washed w ith cold water 
or cold, weak brine until it runs off clear. 
Then strong, clear brine m ay be poured on, 
to rem ain until the butter lias absorbed 
enough of the salt, or tine, dry salt—one 
ounce to the pound—should be silted on 
arid worked in so th a titw iii dissolve. After 
this a light second w orking should be given 
to clear it o f any butterm ilk th at m ay be 
draw n out by this salting. T hroughout the 
entire process the utm ost care should be 
taken not to break the grain o f the butter

As a good deal of the fiax grow n in 
the W est bus been sown on raw prairie a* 
its first crop, 
this m av explain why at­ 
tem pts to use the fibre nave not been mor* 
successful. 
It has also been sown very 
thinly, partly to economize seed, but more 
to. have the stalks branch aud produce 
m ore grain than they w ould grow ing more 
closely together. 


G ro w in g F la x a n d B a rle y . 
Through som e m istake a quantity of flax 
seed was sown w ith barley a few years ago 
T hough the flax grew so sm all th at it waa 
hardly discernible, yet thare was an extra 
large barley crop, not at ail injured by tbs 
K 
>wth of the fiax, as the farm er thought, 
e piece sown was excessively rich foi 
barley, and it is quite possible th a t the flax 
by exhausting the soil kept the barley 
Irom too lu x u rian t a grow th, and thu* 
m ade the barley crop fill b tter than it 
otherw ise w ould. A t any rate, when thresh­ 
ing tim e cam e the larm er found fully as 
large a bariey yhjld as he had expected, and 
about ten bushels of flax seed ready cleared 
aud delivered in the screening box. 
It wa 
before the W est grew flax so largely an 
m ade it so cheap, and he received $2 a 
bushel for the fiax seed. 


G r a n d F o r k s , N. D., Special Telegram, 
Aug. 26.—Fisher.

In the excitem ent Russell passed through 
the crowd draw ing another revolver and, 
wdth one iu each hand, kept at hay u num ­ 
ber who started to lollow him, and m ade 
his escape to the woods. 
The village m ar­ 
shal soon alter started w ith a posse o f citi­ 
zens in pursuit. 
H e eluded them , how ­ 
ever, and rem ained in hiding until after­ 
noon, when lie returned to the village and 
gave him self up. 
The reports of the cause o f th e shoot­ 
ing are som ew hat conflicting, hut the 
follow ing facts seem to be established: The 
victim of the tragedy, Dr. Balmson, was 
Russell's fam ily physician, having lived in 
Fisher until u few m onths ago. 
A bout a 
year ago Russell went away on a visit to 
th e Pacific coast. 
D uring his absence the 
doctor was called to treat Mrs, Russell, his 
wife. 
She alleges that the doctor

and drugged her and crim inally assaulted 
her; th at she becam e enciente. aud th at the 
doctor perform ed an abortion. 
Russell 
says not only is this a fact, hut that he sent 
him (Russell) a bill for $63 for this very 
service. 
The w om an's affections, it is al­ 
leged, became alienated from her husband, 
and she packed up her personal effects and 
returned to her parents, w ho reside at Lis­ 
bon. 
W hen Russell returned from his trip a 
short tim e ago and found his wife gone, 
he investigated and, being a-^ured that the 
doctor was the cause o f it, he determ ined 
to avenge the wrong, w ith the result as 
above stated. 
Dr. B alim on had hitherto 
borne a good reputation, end had a large 
practice. The w om an's reputation has been 
m arred by one or two scandals. 
Russell 
lias been som ew hat reckless and wild. 
He 
is the son of Capt. Russell, a well kno wn 
navigator, now in the Pacific coa-t service. 
Public sym pathy is largely with Russell.

on the polisher that the striking of a 
nail has upon a carpenter when saw­ 
ing a board. 
It takes months and 
months to polish a knott} stone, 
and I have known a year’s work tc 
be put in one ol them. 
Of course not 
of constant labor, but to be picked 
up at odd times when there was 
nothing else to do. 
The polisher lias algo to guard 
against chipping the stone, for it 
should be understood that a dia­ 
mond has a grain the same as a 
piece of wood, and the least careless­ 
ness might result in knocking off a 
third ot its weight.

us that of the whole United States. 
It is mostly very rich lands, with 
limitless prairie, that afford the fin­ 
est grazing, or produce enormously 
of wheat and corn. The land is very 
cheap, *00. The Republic has mill­ 
ions more sheep than either the 
United States or Australia, while her 
cattle are simply countless.

shipments of wool to Furope are 
second only to those of Australia. 
The wool does not bring as high a 
price us others, because it is shippe I 
with its dirt and grease, while the 
Australians carefully cleanse theirs. 
Five years ago the Argentinians be­ 
gan to 
ship frozen 
mutton 
to 
Europe, and the business has grown 
so enormously that they annually 
ship more than 1,500,000 mutton 
carcasses. 
In nine years they have 
raised their acreage of wheat from 
754,815 to ’2,557,485, and where 
they then had 525,000 acres of corn 
under cultivation they now have 2,- 
100,350. They also ship about357,- 
000 bushels ot flaxseed every ysar. 
They have, in addition to the advan­ 
tages of cheap land, very cheap la­ 
bor. 
A herdsman gets from $6.00 
to $10 a month, where the American t 
cowboy receives from $25 to $35. 
Laborers in the fields work for about 
half what they get in the United 
States. 
At the rate in which the Re­ 
public is now settling up with Ital­ 
ians. Spaniards and Germans, it will 
not be long until it can supply the 
grain and meat markets of the whole 
of western Europe.

000 feet of loger between Minneapo­ 
lis and the mouth of Swan river. 
There is now a crew of 100 men driv­ 
ing at Monticello and another crew of 
125 men at the rear of the main drive 
which was passing Pike Rapids yes­ 
terday. 
Twelve horses and a crew of 
twenty-five men are at work at Elk 
River. 
In all the boom company has 
about 400 men engaged on the drives 
and the logs are being moved as fast 
as the difficult circumstances will 
permit. 
The 5,000,000 feet yet on 
Rum river are being moved slowly 
and the rear will be out this week. 
Tho Pine river drive will not be 
brought in this season. 
It will be 
fifteen days at least b efore its rear is 
in the Mississippi, and fully a month 
before it can be got over the Brainerd 
dam. It will therefore be held at 
Brainerd until next spring.

tween 2,000,000 and 2,500,00 feet a

The doctor staggered and 
fell dying almost instantly. 
After 
firing Russell pulled his coat and 
made for tho woods, which are dense 
in that vicinity, still holding the 
smoking revolver in his hand, and 
closely pursued by Marshal Riely 
and a crowd, the latter intent on a 
lynching. 
Russell and his wife had 
a quarrel several weeks ago and the 
woman left him and returned to his 
homo at Lisbon. 
Russell attributed 
his wife's separation to tho influence 
of Dr. Bahnsen, though it is gener­ 
ally believed that the doctor is per­ 
fectly 
innocent. 
Russell has the 
name of being a lazy, shiftless fellow, 
given to grogging. His father, Capt. 
Russell, is an old settler in that vicin­ 
ity, but now a resident of California. 
Dr. Bahnsen was highly thought of 
in that vicinity.

George Fox have never been very 
numerous, but until late years they 
have been extremely exclusive. 
Tho 
inevitable result of that has been ex­ 
tensive intermarriage throughout the 
whole community. 
The consequences 
of the frequency of intermarriage have 
been, 
and are still, 
very evident. 
Quakers, as a class, are not muscular- 
ly robust; many of them are decidedly 
anaemic, and not a few are mentally 
feeble, 
Yet, in spite of these practices and 
serious drawbacks, the Friends, as a 
class, do more than their proportion 
of the world's serious business, and 
they manage to attain a high average 
of longevity. 
Now, this is exactly the 
kind of fact that time medical science 
likes to get hold of and interrogate and 
learn from. 
W’liat is the reason, asks 
the sensible man, why tho Quakers, 
with so many undoubted disadvantages, 
attain such a high average of success 
in all that constitutes worthy life, and 
also succeed in enjoying their success 
to an exceptionally old age? 
The rea­ 
son, wo are convinced, is to be found 
in their quiet habits and disciplined 
life. 
An ordinary doctor, 
or even 
layman, wouid probably have 
felt 
much more interest in tho subject at 
that point if we would have been able 
to affirm that the Quakers owed their 
success and long life to certain drugs, 
as, for example, 
to arsenic, 
phos­ 
phorus strychnia, and the like, or to 
certain methods of feeding, 
as vege­ 
tarianism, or meat-eating, 
or fruit- 
eating, or wine-drinking, 
or tcetotal- 
ism, or smoking, and so on. 
But we 
submit that that shows a want of real 
mental capacity. 
For what, after all. 
Is the true importance of tho subjectr 
Does it not consist in tho undoubted 
character of tho results? 
The results 
aro really tho things to be considered. 
As a matter of fact tho Clunkers are 
successful in life. 
As a matter of fact 
they do live long. 
Then, surely, true 
science will not curl the lip of scorn 
because these results aro obtained by 
what may bo called ‘ ‘natural and sim­ 
ple” proccjtes instead of by elaborate 
preparations or out-of-the-way meth*
